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Jordan-French film focuses 
on Petra's eternal wonders

A NEW documentary on the an¬ 
cient city of Petra will soon be 
shown in 42 countries around 
the world. The film, co-produced 
by Jordan Television (JTV) and 
Canal-France-Iniemationai 
(CFI), is the second in a series of 
documentaries to be co-produced 
by the two stations. The first 
film, which was shown last May 
in Europe, Africa, and Asia, was 
a 26-minute documentary on Qu- 
sayer Amra, an Ummayyed 
hunting lodge in Jordan's eastern 
desert. The films are transmitted 
through Intelsat satellites used 
by CFI. 


JTV's Program Director Mr 
Zeid Fariz said that this joint ef¬ 
fort enables Jordan Television to 
"use Canal-France-Intemational 
as a medium to show these films 
throughout 42 countries." He 
added that JTV hopes "to pro¬ 
duce good quality documentaries 
of international standards with 
the help of a producer-director 
from France and technicians 
from Jordan." Collaboration will 
be a good experience for local 
technicians since it will provide 
them with valuable training as 
well, Mr Fariz said. 

Ahmad Nsour, the film's Jor¬ 
danian co-director, said that 
working in Petra convinced him 
that the Red-rose city was in¬ 


deed neglected. "It is a whole 
city on its own and one of the 
wonders of the world. More 
people should know about it and 
we should encourage tourists to 
come and see it," he said. 

To help the film achieve this 
goal, the Ministry of Tourism, 
according to French director 
Omar Eiaidi, helped greatly dur¬ 
ing the Filming. Also, Her Ma¬ 
jesty Queen Noor speaks in the 
film about archaeology and 
about the Petra National Trust 
(PNT). 

The film focuses on Petra, but, 
includes scenes of Wadi Rum 
and A1 Humeimah. Emphasis 
was placed on A1 Baida, an area 
considered a miniature of Petra 



itself. Like Petra, A1 Baida loo 
has a siqh (narrow passageway), 
graves, dwellings and a resting 
place for trade caravans.

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BCCI affair may hurt Arab 
business relations with Europe

THE BANK of England's deci¬ 
sion in association with the reg¬ 
ulators of several leading finan¬ 
cial centers, to put Bank of 
(Wit & Commerce Internation¬ 
al (BCCI) mm liquidation on 
Friday, 5 July, has dealt a heavy 
blow to the close business rela¬ 
tions between the United King¬ 
dom and the Arab world, the 

Gulf slates in particular 

Bankers in Europe and the 
Gulf are amazed that the UK au¬ 
thorities should have taken such 
action without notifying Abu 
Dhabi which owns more than 77 
per cent of BCCI, the largest 
Arab-owned international bank 
with operations in more than 69 
countries. They say that the sei¬ 
zure of BCCI's assets has created 
confusion and anger which could 
leave a lasting scar on relations 
with the Arab world. 

The Bank of England justified 
its unprecedented action by 
claiming that large-scale fraud 
going back several years had 
been discovered at the bank. 
Governor of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land Robin Leigh-Pemberton 
said that the fraud had been per¬ 
petrated at the highest levels 
within the institution. 

Acting on a report complied 
by Price Waterhouse, the inter¬ 
national audit firm, between 
March and the end of June, the 
Bank of England and the author¬ 
ities in Luxembourg — where 
BCCI Holdings (Luxembourg) is 
registered— the Cayman Is¬ 
lands, the US, France, Spain and 
Switzerland took over trie bank. 
Touche Ross, the UK audit firm, 
has been appointed by the Brit¬ 
ish courts as provisional liquida¬ 
tor. 

The news of the action shook 
international financial circles. 
BCCI had assets by the end of 
1989 of more than $23,000 mil- 
lion, and branches and affiliates 
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across the world. It 
came as the board 
of directors of _ 

BCCI was meeting 
in Luxembourg to 
finalize a long- 
awaited restructur¬ 
ing program which 
had been under 
preparation for 
months. This is un¬ 
derstood to have 
called for BCCI to

A top-level UAE delegation 
met. Bank of England authorities 
in London on 9 July to discuss 
the seizure. It sought an explana¬ 
tion why Abu Dhabi had noL 
been advised in advance of the 
action against BCCI. More seri¬ 
ously, the delegation wanted evi¬ 
dence lo support the Bank of 
England's claim of massive and 
rcccnL fraud. 

A major issue for the delega¬ 
tion was when the fraud look 
place. If it had occurred before 
Abu Dhabi announced its sub¬ 
stantial capital injection in April 
1990, then it would support 
those saying that the issue 
should have been exposed long 
ago, and mosL of the responsibil¬ 
ity for the crisis should be shoul¬ 
dered by others. Price Water- 
house, BCCI's auditors in 1987, 
1988 and 1989, claims that the 
fraud only became apparent late 
in the day, and that it kept the 
authorities constantly in touch 
with what was developing. How¬ 
ever, some criticize the company 
for failing lo have spotted the 
problems before. 

Whatever the Bank of Eng¬ 
land's explanation, Abu Dhabi 
will have invested heavily in a 
bank that has been effectively 
killed by the actions of interna¬ 
tional regulators. Hopes were 
high thaL Abu Dhabi's decision 
to take control of the bank would 
clear the way for a new era for

The bank's reputation in the US 
had also been adversely affected 
by the US Federal Reserve's rul¬ 
ing that it had improperly ac¬ 
quired control of First American 
Bank shares, a leading Washing¬ 
ton DC based bank. BCCI has 
consistently denied that it con¬ 
trols the US bank. 

Despite these issues, BCCI 
had been pressing ahead with a 
reconstruction plan. The central 
services organization had been 
shifted to Abu Dbabi from Lon¬ 
don. Zaafar Iqbal had been con¬ 
firmed as chief executive and 
Khalifa Nasser A1 Mansouri, 
previously depuLy director of in¬ 
vestments at the Abu Dhabi In¬ 
vestment Authority (ADIA), had 
been appointed deputy chief ex¬ 
ecutive in January 1991. Sources 
close to BCCI say that the final 
elements of the re-organization 
plan were lo have been revealed 
this month. The details were so 
well advanced that a seasoned 
and respected international bank¬ 
er had been appointed as head of 
BCCI's restructured European 
operations. .... , 

The hopes of a bright new fu¬ 
ture have now been dashed. 
There arc also enormous worries 
that depositors with BCCI have 
lost at least some of their money. 
In the UK, an insurance system 
should ensure that people who 
had deposits worth up to 
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£20,000 with the bank will get 
three-quarters of it back. How¬ 
ever, those who had more de¬ 
posited with the bank will get 
no more than £15,000 compen¬ 
sation. BCCI had tens of thou¬ 
sands of depositors in the UK, 
many in the expatriate Pakistani 
business community. 

The UK authorities have said 
that they have asked Abu Dhabi 
to provide some additional mon¬ 
ey to help BCCI meet the de¬ 
mands of creditors, but how 
much will be forthcoming is yet 
to be decided. Some reports say 
that it will take at least $4,000 
million to balance BCCI's 
books. Analysis agree that the 
affair has probably brought 
BCCI to an end as a major inter¬ 
national operation. 

Attention will ultimately fo¬ 
cus on a number of major is¬ 
sues. The crisis has exposed the 
weaknesses of a regulatory svs- 
tem dealing with a bank wiln a 
complicated structure operating 
in many financial centres. It has 
shaken confidence in the capa¬ 
bility of even the most sophisti¬ 
cated accounting firms. The role 
of Luxembourg as a reputable 
financial centre has been under¬ 
mined. 

The Bank of England's role 
will come under close scrutiny 
from all sides at a time when 
British banking is in the dol¬ 
drums due to the UK recession. 
And the warm relationship be¬ 
tween Britain and the financial 
institutions in the Gulf has been 
hurL Some observers in Abu 
Dhabi say that British banks 
will have difficulty getting busi¬ 
ness in the region because of the 
deep feelings of anger about the 
way the BCCI crisis has been 
handled. A blow has also been 
dealt to the UK's links with its 
historic regional friends, none 
more close than Abu Dhabi. 

There is every sign that this 
affair will drag out for some 
time. The Bank of England will 
be obliged lo be moreYorthcom- 
ing about the reasons for its ac¬ 
tions. The facts about BCCI's fi¬ 
nancial position will have to be 
released. But there is a feeling 
that the whole truth about BCCI 
may never be known. ■

Neither Arabs nor Americans would 
likely welcome formal bilateral defense 
agreements. Americans no doubt would 
be reluctant to commit themselves in writ¬ 
ing to the defense of the Gulfs non- 
dcinocratic states, while the Arabs' suspi¬ 
cions of the West have made them tradi¬ 
tionally resist such pacts — as in, for in¬ 
stance, Britain's disastrous problems in 
the 1950s with the ill-fated Baghdad Pact. 

A new Gulf doctrine? 

Rather than treaties with individual 
countries, the United Slates could make 
an explicit commitment to the security of 
the Gulf region as a whole along the lines 
of the 1980 Carter Docujne. Carter's com- 


of broadening and strengthening a securi¬ 
ty system for the region would be to al¬ 
low the Gulf states to take the lead in 
working out their relations among them¬ 
selves with the assurance that, if needed, 
the Untied States would be there to help 
balance the triangle of forces in the re¬ 
gion. 1 

The United States should by all means 
maintain its Middle East, naval force in 
the Gulf, MIDEASTFOR has been sta¬ 
tioned there since Truman's presidency 
and it should continue to be so. However, 
the US should withdraWi its land troops 
from Saudi Arabia as soon as possible in 
proportion to the reduction of the threat. 
The permanent presence of large numbers 
of US or Western troops on Saudi or Ku¬ 
waiti soil would be counter productive, a 
magnet for anti-Western and fundamen¬ 
talist protests. The US withdrawal can be 
phased to the deployment of Arab and 
possibly international forces in the region 
to assure post-war security arrangements. 
As the US withdraws it should create pro¬ 
positioned supply areas to provide for

War bonus: Peace profits 

The level of US commercial activity in 
the Gulf is destined to hit huge new highs 
in the immediate post-war years. Though 


for US assistance to reconstruct Iraq was 
quickly turned down by Congress in early 
February, the US will inescapably be 
heavily involved in reconstruction, pro¬ 
jects in Kuwait and perhaps even in Iraq 
itself. Kuwaiti leaders have already prom¬ 


ised that they will repay in part the na¬ 
tions that helped oust fraq by awarding 
them contracts for the reconstruction of 
their devastated country. 

Kuwait has already hired the US Army 
Corps of Engineers to make the prelimi¬ 
nary studies of restoring the country. It 
will be a gigantic undertaking with much 
of Kuwait C ! ty destroyed more than half 
of the country's oil welts damaged or de¬ 
stroyed and the entire desert countryside 
strewn with hundreds of thousands of 
mines and the detritus of war. San Fran¬ 
cisco-based Bechtel Group Co. has al¬ 
ready been awarded the contract to restore 
Kuwait's oil production and refining oper¬ 
ations, and US films have picked up 200 
other early contracts. 

Kuwaiti officials estimate the recon¬ 
struction cost will be around $50 billion, 
and it could easily be double that. Iraq's 
restoration will be on a similar scale, 
thoujgh it obviously will not have Ku¬ 
waiti resources or revenues to undertake 
a similar project. 

There will also be an enormous region¬ 
wide project to clean up the massive oil 
spills released in the Gulf. These have 
polluted beaches, destroyed oyster beds 
and wildlife, and fouled or threatened de¬ 
salination plans on which the GCC states 
depend for their water. 

In addition, US defense firms will be in¬ 
strumental in modernizing and replenish¬ 
ing the armories of the Gulf states. This 
should be more than just an arms sale ef¬ 
fort. Rather it should be closely integrated 
with region-wide arms control designed to 
achieve stability. Bui whatever the con¬ 
text, all the Gulf nations will be actively 
seeking major infusions to replace deplet¬ 
ed stockpiles and acquire new weapons. 

Finally, commercial trade in oil equip¬ 
ment will involve numerous US firms. 
The mass destruction wreaked by Iraq on 
Kuwait's oil installations alone will neces¬ 
sitate a mammoth effort by foreign com¬ 
panies to provide parts, pipelines and 
workers. Moreover, trade in oil will con¬ 
tinue to involve.thc United States directly. 
The [US] Department of Energy reported 
to Congress on February 21, 1991, that 
the United States will remain dependent 
on imports of 35 to 40 per cent of its oil 
consumption into the early part of the 
next century. 

Although America has substantially re¬ 
duced its reliance on Middle Eastern oil, it 
remains an important factor for the United 
States, not only for consumption but in 
geopolitical terms. The Gulf has Ihe 
globe's only sizable excess production ca¬ 
pacity, a strategic asset that in emergen¬ 
cies makes the Gulf the last resort for en¬ 
ergy supplies. Strategically, this capacity 
may be of even greater importance in the 
short term than the Gulfs actual reserves, 
as demonstrated In the present crisis. The 
- extra capacity was effectively used to 
meet the sudden shortfall in the world's 
oil supplies resulting from Iraq's invasion 
of Kuwait and thereby avoided global 
■ chaos in oil makers. \ ' . , 

The war has left the Gulf npp for imagi- , 
native cooperative efforts by the United . 
States and the Soviet Union. As long as : 
the Cold War prevailed, there was never : 
any hope for peace in the region. Now 
new opportunities beckon. Joint enterpris¬ 
es in the Middle East that could pay high 
dividends include such efforts as arms 
control, regional security and the Arab- 
Israell peach process. The Soviet Union 
has already established formal diplomatic 
relations with all the Gulf countries. Now 
the Untied Slates should take advantage 
of the moment to ehcouraee it to take the 
final step and establish relations with Is¬ 
rael so Moscow can become a full partner 

with Washington in the search for region¬ 
al stability. On important by product of

"IT IS better to wear out than 
rust out" is noL only a maxim 
which applies to pots and pans, 
but also 10 human beings. Seeing 
a body builder pumping iron 
during an arduous work out, or 
an aerobics trainee struggling for 
her breath and composure, one 
wonders if keeping fit is really 
worth the suffering. But many of 
Amman's residents think it is 
worth iL The evidence lies in Ihe 
large number of people, both 
men and women, who are join¬ 
ing different health clubs around 
the-capital. 

Owner of the Power Hut 
weight lifting center, Tarek J 

Khourma, says that there has 
been a constant rise in the num- 1 
ber of members at his club since 
it opened in 1989. The ratio of l 
women to men at the club has ; 
also increased. Sonjia Sawa, a 
certified aerobics trainer al the i 
Plaza Fitness Centre, asserts that 1 
the number of instructors work¬ 
ing with her has risen from three 
to 18. 

Sawa says that aerobics has 
become popular because most 
women want to lose weight. 
"But then again aerobics is not a 
miracle cure for dieters." It docs 
help one bum fat, but it is not 
the sole cause behind weight 
loss. She insists that fitness is a 
lifestyle. People come with un¬ 
reasonable expectations of los¬ 
ing lots of weight in a short time. 
However she — as many other 
instructors — aims to re-educate 
her clientele as (0 the besi means 
for leading a fit and healthy life. 
Sawa adds that though this is 
met with initial disappointment, 
mosl people are happy to im¬ 
prove Ihcir lifestyles. 

Khourma says dial another rea¬ 
son for working out is the physi¬ 
cal appearance manifesting itself 
in good muscle lone, improved 
posture and consequently higher 
self-esteem. He adds that exer¬ 
cising reduces the risk of cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

According to Mrs Sawa there 
are six elements to physical fit¬ 
ness. They are: A strong healthy ■ 
cardiovascular and respiratory 
system; muscular endurance; 
muscular strengthening; flexibil¬ 
ity; low level of body fat; and 
coordination. Achieving all in 
one exercise is quite difficult. In 
her view both weightlifting and 
aerobic exercises complement 
each other. For instance, an aero¬ 
bics class or aerobics machine 
such as the bicycle, or stair mas¬ 
ter give one's body a cardiovas¬ 
cular workout and bums off fat. 
In contrast, weightlifting ma¬ 
chines tone and shape one s mus¬ 
cles, which in turn act like an en¬ 
gine by oxidizing body fat, says 
Sawa. 

Khourma adds that working 
out contributes significantly to 
one's 

participation in; other sports. 

; For instance, basketball and 

handball players practice squats, 

[ a weightlifting exercise, which 
t enables them to jump higher, 

. But a person who trains in aero- 
• bics and weightlifting cannot 

1 perform as those who play a dif- 
-.. terent sport such as terinis and 
s basketball unless he or she un- 
■. dergoes training foe that specific

sport. 

But before you put on your 
tennis shoes and training suit, 
you should be careful of injuring 
yourself in the gym. With proper 
training and an instructor you 
arc on the right track. One of the 
major causes of injury, in 
weightlifting, says Khourma, is 
not warming up properly, which 
entails different stretching move¬ 
ments that limbers up the body 
before a hard workout. Another 
cause of injury is "sacrificing 
form for weight." This means 
that a person may disregard the 
importance of proper posture in 
order to cany heavier weights. 

Sawa notes that most injuries 
are preventable. A person can 
damage his or her body without 
the proper technique, prepara¬ 
tion, and training. However, 
“There arc simply not enough 
aerobics trainers to meet the in¬ 
creasing demand in Amman." 
Sawa explains that aerobic train¬ 
ers require years of practice in 
dance and sports to reach the 
necessary standard. 

Even though there are at lcasi 
10 fitness centers in Amman, 
many people, still prefer exercis¬ 
ing at home using home video, 
which may be hazardous without 
guidance especially for pregnant 
women. Pregnant women need 
to exercise yet only within the 
accepted medical guidelines set 
for them by their physicians and 
specialized trainers. Violating 
these guidelines is risky, Sawa 
recommends that pregnant wom¬ 
en should not bum fat since 
there is a toxic by-product pro¬ 
duced in the process of fat oxidi¬ 
zation. This can go across the 
placenta and interfere with fetal 
development. 

Sawa believes lhaL a country . 
with high birth rates such as Jor¬ 
dan can not lake enough of qual - 1 
ified trainers. Currently, there 
are two centers offering classes 
for pregnant women. This does 
not ensure an easier delivery, but 
scientific evidence indicates that 
mothers, who exercise before de¬ 
livery usually recover their fig¬ 
ure much quicker. As for chil¬ 
dren, they also have to follow 
certain training guidelines. For 
one thing, Khourma advises that 
children should not start weight¬ 
lifting since it hinders growth by 
pressing against joints. A person 
who exercises should maintain a 
L ■ healthy diet and sleep well to 
. complete the cycle of fitness ini- 
: dated by exercise, ■
